HE Map of the Holy Land, that I promis’d to the Pub- 
lick in Fune laft, is now completed. I defire thofe 
who give themfelves the trouble to look upon it, to 
obferve what “Care I have taken to give the Reader 

fatisfa€tion. Many able Geographers have treated on this Sub- 
ject before me, and I cannot but commend them for their Care. 
The famous Adrichomirs, did chiefly fignalize himfelf by this 
Work, but his Map not being altogether according to the Rules 
of Geography, and thofe who came after him not having ex- 
tended it fo far as Alexandria, and having only given us the 
long march of the I/rae/ites in the Wildernefs apart, without fet- 
ting down any Meafure; I thought it would be pleafing to the 
Publick if I fhould fupply thofe Defeéts, and join to the Affi- 
{tance which I had from the new Obfervations of the Gentlemen 
of the Royal Accademy of Sciences, what I had extraéted from 
the laft Travels to the Ho/y _— by feveral Men of Senfe, ge 
tt 2 ' a 
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had made curious Remarks upon. it, both for the: Plan of the - 
Map and for the Hiftory. I have rais’d this new Work ep 


thofe Foundations, and have reprefented the Mouths of the Ni/e 
as I had-them from-Father Cherubin Bouchage of Lions, an Apo- 
{tolical Miflionary, who ftaid about eight Years in the Holy 
Land or Egypt,and feven Years in Perfia. This Father who ftaid 
two Years at different times in A/exandria, hath fhew’d me that 
there’s no Branch of the Ni/e which paffes by that City, but on- 
ly a Canal that joins to. the Ni/e about ten or eleven Leagues 
above Rouffzt. The frefh Water of the N7/é is brought by this 
- Canal to Alexandria, during September, Olober-and November, 
when the River is higheft, which caufes an univerfal Joy in A. 
lexandria and the adjacent Country, the People feafting one ano. 
ther along the Canal during thattime. The Water difcharges 
it {lf from the Canal into Cifterns made on purpofe, that are 
clean’d and emptied from the Water of the preceding Year, which 
towards the clofe of the time becomes Salt, becaufe the Ground 
is naturally fo. When the Waters of the N7/e fall, this Canal 
becomes ‘dry, and- looks only like a great Ditch ; which hath 
occafion’d fome Travellers to fay there is no fuch Canal, becaufe 
they did not happen to be there during the Inundation of the 
Nile. This Father had the Curiofity to dig the Ground in feve- 
ral places of the Canal, and found that it was pav'd with Mar- 
ble. But there being no Care taken to ckean it,-it is all cover’d 
with Grafs. It’s fuppofed the Romans were at the expence: of 
digging this Canal, and that in their time it was well kept. 
That {ame Father communicated to me the Road from Grand 
Cair to. Ferufalem., he having travelled it feveral. times with 
the Grand Senior’s Treafurer, who every Year being attended by 
a Bacha, and followed by a Caravan of: three thoufand Perfons, 
carries by. Land to Conftantinople the Tribute of Egypt and. the 
neighbouring Countries. that belong to the Grand Senior. It’s 
this Road which. hath inform’d me of the extent of the Wilder- 
nefsS of Simai, and others fet down in my Map, which the I/rae- 
4ites wandred in 40, Years; in each part of the Map, that was ca- 
pable of containing the recital of the A€tions that fell out in 
them, I fet °em down, and when the Place was not large enough 
to contain them, I, have fupplied that defe€&t by means. of an 
Alphabetical Table, in which I have related all the great-Events 
that have happened there both under the O/d and New. Tefta- 
ment. There's at the beginning of each of thofe sci 2 two 
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Letters which ferve as References to thofe that are mark’d 
round the Map and have relation to the Places. This makes it 
eafie to find the Pofitions. | 

I judged it likewife neceflary, for the full fatisfaction of the 
Curious, to make mention of the People that have inhabited this 
Country, and in what manner they divided the fam? amongft 
them. I begin a great while before Abrabam’s time, and fet down 
the firft Habitations which the Children of Cham, Noah’s Grand- 
Son made there; and going on to obferve the different Revoluti- 
ons, I exhibit the Divifion of the Country as it is now under the 
Turks. Igive likewife a Chronology of the Leaders of the I/- 
raelites, according to Father Sa//ian the Jefuit, and that the Rea- 
der might have a general Idea of the Hiftory of the Fews, I have 
added fome Profpetts and Plans of the Holy Places, that ferve 
as Ornaments to the fides of the Map.

‘PRine is one of the fureft ways, fays our Author, to know 
the Temperaments of Men, and the Caufe of their Difeates, 
In order to make a true Judgment of Urine: It muft be in a 
large Urinal , that’s tranfparent and clear. It muft not have 
been expofed to the Sun, becaufe the Heat would prevent its ha- 
ving a Sediment. It’s beft judging of it when made in a morn- 
ing, and at fuch times when the Digeftion is compleated, about 
an Hour after it is made. 

In Urine there’s to be confidered, the Colour, the Quantity, the 
Subftance and the Contents. The Colour is occafioned by the 
ative Qualities, as Heat and Cold ; and alfo by the paffive Qua- 
lities, as when much Blood or Choler is mix’d with the Urine. 

The Colours of Urine are different. There are fome Ex. 
tremes, and others Midling. The Extremes are two, the White 
and the Black. The Midling are 24, the Milky, the Grey, the 
Pale, the Cittron, the Yellow, the Reddifh, the Red, the Fiery, 
the Saffron, the Green, the Leck-green, the Livid, and fome 
others; which have all of them their Indications, that our Au- 
thor gives a.particular Account of in this Work. 

In the quantity of Urine Phyficians confider the abundance, 


‘the fmalnefs of the quantity, and a middling quantity. Perfons 


ofa healthful Conftitution, ought to make lefs Urine than the 
quantity of the liquid Aliments they take. 

By the word Subftance, we don’t underftand the fimple fub- 
{tance, or compofure of the Usine, but the manner of being in 


its 
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“¢s Tub{tancey with relation to its thicknefS or thinnefs, which > 
our Author explains at large. By the Contents of the Urine is 
to be underftood, all that can be perceived by the Senfes befides 
the Colour, the Quantity, and the Subftance ; that is to fay, the 
Smell, Tafte, Scum, Fat, the Bubbles, Circle, Grains, Clouds, pu- 
rulent Matter, the Blood, the Atome, the Furfur, the Hair, the 
Afhes, the Sand, the Scales and the Hipoftatis. 

The Hipoftafis is a fuperfluous fubftance mix’d in the Urine; 
when it is on high, it is called a Cloud; when low, it is called 
Sediment ; and does not properly retain the Naine of Hipoftafis 
but when ’tis in the middle. There are two forts, one natural, 
and the other not fo: Thefe our Author explains very clearly 


amongft many other things, for which we refer to the Book

O Man can doubt but it is of great Advantage to have the 

N Works of the Writers of the middle Age, that have hi- 
therto lain concealed in Libraries; and it can be as little doubted, 
that thofe who bring them out, do very good Service to the 
Publick. M. Lezbaits hath juft now publifhed five, and is pre- 
paring to publifh feveral more. 

The firft isa Saxon Chronologift, who begins his Hiftory at our 
Saviour’s Birth, and brings it down to the Year 1188. It’s pro- 
bable that he paffed great part of his Life in the Monaftery of 
St. Fobn at Magdeburg , he is very particular in the Affairs re- 
lating to that Monaftery and the whole Archbifhoprick. 

Tho his Authority feems not to be much worth as to the AF 
fairs that preceded his own time, yet he hath feveral Circum- 
{tances that are not to be found in the Hiftorians of greater An- 
tiquity and Authority. What‘he tells us on the Year 602, is 
an Inftance of it. His Words are thefe : Uzica Domini ( an tu- 
nica an unica ) boc eft Veronica Domini, feu vera Icon quam qui- 
dam fudario Imprefjam voluntin Zaphat non procul ab lberufalem

Thofe Words confirm the Conjetture of Lucas Holftenius, of 
Father Dom. Fobn Mabillon,-and Papebrochiws, that Veronica is 
is nothing elfe but vera Icon fervatoris. 

The fecond Hiftorian is Fobn Vito Duranus, of whom Voftus 
makes mention as a Francifcan Monk, who livd in the time of 
the Emperor *Char/es IV. and wrote a Chronicle, which he 
brought down as far as the Year 1348. 

The third Work is Intituled, eee Trevirorum. se Bra- 
fcbiws had formerly a defign to publifh the fame. Go/dafte had 
a Manufcript of it, that he gave to Freberws to get printed. He 
was perf{uaded that the Author was a Monk of St. Marthew’s of 
Treves, named Gefchier. 

The fourth is an ancient Chronicle of Lofica, written by 
Helmodus, who has a mighty Prejudice again{t the Danes, and 
many times Esc of ’em with Paffion. 

The laft Work is the Chronicle of A/beric the Monk of the 
three Fountains. It begins at the Creation of. the World, and 
endsin 1241, It’s confiderable on the Account of the Genealo- 

gies of abundance of great Families, and for the Fragments of 
everal Authors, whofe Writings are loft, fuch as Gui, Chanter of 


the-Church of St. Stephen of Chalons.

His Work is divided into two Parts, viz. The Hiftory of the 

Old Teftament, and that of the New. The firlt is reduc’d 

into Nine Epocha’s. The firft of thefé Epocha’s reaches from 

the Creation to the Deluge; and confifts of 1656 Years, according 

to the Hebrew Text and the Vulgar Tranflation; tho’ according 
to the Verfion of the LXX it is 2242. 

The chief Things to be confider’d in this Epocha, is the Crea- 
tion of Man, the Situation of Paradife, the Temptation and Fall 
of our firft Parents, the Promife of the Redeemer, the ey tee 
and Religion of the Patriarchs, the Murther of Ade/, the Actions 
of each Patriarch and his Charafter. As to Adam, particular at- 
tention ought to be given to the Perfef&tion of the State in which 
he was created, to the extent of his Knowledge, and his Repen- 


tance. 
The other confiderable Particulars, are the Birth of Seth, his 


Studies, Piety, and the Education of his Children, to whom we 
owe the firft Knowledge of Sciences, of which they left a Mo- 
nument upon two Columns, the one of Brick and the other of 
Stone, for the Inftru&tion of their Pofterity. We fee here alfo 
the extreme Corruption of Cain’s Pofterity, which moved 
God to exterminate Mankind, and to command Noah to build an 
Ark to fave himfelf and his Family ; of which we mutt confider 
the Caufes and Effeéts. 

The fecond Epocha reaches from the Deluge to the Vocation 
of Abraham. Chronologers ‘are not agreed as to the duration 
of this Period, but the Events of it are great, viz. Noab’s com- 
ing out of the Ark, the Promifes made to him, his Prophefies, 
the dividing of the Earth betwixt his three Sons, the difperfion 
of their Pofterity, the Origin of Nations, and the Family of 
Sem’s applying themfelves to the true Worlhip of God. 


Vvv On 
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On the other hand there’s obfervable in this Period, the Impie- 
y ot Cham, who is thought to be the Author of Magick, the 
srowth of Injuftice and Violence, under Chas and Nimrod, his 
Tyrannical Domination, the confufion of Tongues, the negleé&t of 
the true Keligion, the Saperttition ot Nabor and ‘Tera, the Grand- 
Father and rather of Abraham, which confitted more perhaps in 
the Manner than inthe Objeét of their Worfhip. 

To this fpocha do alfo belong the Fables that are publifh’d 
on occafion of the Deluge, ot Noab’s three Sons, of the Dy- 
nafties of the Kings of Egypr, the Origin of the Babylonians, A/- 
Syrians, Sidonians and Greeks, of the Multitude of Gods, the Ho- | 
nours paid to the Sun, Moon and Stars, to the Earth, confider’d © 
as Wite to the Heavens, to the Ocean, Fire, Air, Winds, Rains, 
Thunder and Men. To thofe we may add the Worfhip given to 
the Columns and Statues, and Demons, the Credit given to Ora- 
cles, the ditterent Names given to the fame Gods, according to. 
the Properties afcribed to them; and according to the Benefits 
of which they were accounted Ditpenfers. 

The third Epocha is from the Call. of Abraham, to the depar- 
ture of the I/raeHites out ot Ezypt.. The Years of it are different. 
ly reckoned by Chronologitts. The principal Events are, that 
Abraham's being bred in Superftition by Terah his Father, receiv’d 
Orders from God to depart from his Country, fituated in that 
part of Me/fopotamia that borders on Cha/dea, the Covenant made. 
with him and his Pofterity, the Promifé of the Land of Canaan, 
Abrabam’s Departure, the [n{titution of Circumeifion, not then: 
obférv’d neither by the Egyptians, Ethiopians, nor any other Peo- 
ple, the Apparitions to Abrabam, his Travels, the taking of Sarah 
_ trom him, his Wars, his. meeting with Me/chifedec, the Birth of 
Vaac, the Command.to offer him up in Sacrifice, his Marriage, 
Children, and Death. | 

The next Things that offer, are the Differences ceple Kem 
and B/az, his Retreat into Me/opotamia, his Marriage, his Wives, 
his Children, his Return, his Reconciliation to E/au, the Rape of | 
Dina his Daughter, the cruel Revenge of it by’ his Sons, the 
Grief he conceiv’d at the lof$ of Fofeph, his Journey into Keypr 
during the Famine, his Abode there tilt his.Death, his Prophe- 
fies, and Commands to his Children. } 

We find. next that Fo/eph furvived Facob 53 Years, and that 
he ftaid with his Brethren in Egypt, that in procefs of time, the 
Yraelites being extreamly multiplied, became fufpefted by the 

| Egyptians, 
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Egyptians, and were perfecuted by Pharaoh ra bee who having 
undertaken, during the courfe of a long Reign, abundance of pub- 
lick Works, as Canals, Obelisks, and building of Cities, oppref- 
fed them with Labour. 

The fourth Epocha extends from the departure out of Egypr 
to the time of Samue/. There are different Opinions as to the 
duration of this Period ; but M. Spanberm thinks it moft proba- 
ble that there were 396 Years from the Death of Mo/és to the 
Government of Samue?. 

The moft remarkable Things in this Period are Mo/es’s un- 
dertaking to deliver his Country Men, his demanding Leave of 
Pbaraob to go and facrifice in the Wildernefs, the Miracles that 
he wrought, the Inchantments of Pharach’s Magicians, the 
Plagues of Egypt, the Inftitution of the Paffover, the fpoi- 
ling of the Egyptians, the departure of the I/rae/ites, the Paflage 
through the Ked Sea, the Miracles wrought in the Defart, the 
Publication of the Law upon Mowat Sinai, the Ceremonial Pre- 
cepts, the March and Encampments of the I/rac/ites in the Wil- 
dernefS for 40 Years, the building of the Tabernacle, the Infti- 
tution of the Priefthood, the murmurring of the People, the ma- 
king of the Golden Calf, the Punifhment of that Crime, the 
War againft the Ama/ekites, and the Death of Mo/es. 

In this Place our Author makes a Digreffion upon the Works, 
Vertues, and Reputation of this great Legiflator. He fhews that 
the I/raelites before that time had no Book whereby they could 
inftru& themfelves concerning the Manner of worfhipping God. 
Mofes compos’d the Pentateuch in the Defart. He adds} That 
he was in fuch efteem amongft the Eeyptians, the Arabians, Phe- 
nicians and other People, that they celebrated him out of Emu- 
lation under feveral Names, as thofe of Mercary, Ofiri, Bacchus, 
Denis, Minos and Tifo, fome added Apys, Serapis, Zoroufter, 
Apollo, Efculapius, Orphews,Cecrops, Fanus, and Romulus , but our 
Author thinks they did fo upon very weak Conje€tures. 


The Mabemetans in their A/coran have altered his Life by ad- 
ding many falfe Circumftances. The Greeks and Latins have al- 
{o intemix’d with it abundance of Fi€tions, related by Fofephws, 
tin Martyr, Clement of Alexandria, Origen, Eufebius and 


St. Fu/ 
Photius. 

Fofhua {ucceeded Mofes in his Government, and made him- 
felf famous by pafling over Fordan, by his entrance into the Land

g24¢ Che Works of He Laarnen, 
of Canaan, and by dividing that Land amongft the Tribes, by ta- 
_ king of Fericho, and his Vittories over feven Nations. 
‘Bus Author being of the mind that it is ufeful for illuftrating 
the Sacred Hiftory, and fixing the Events of it, to compare it 
_ with the Profane, he points at what pafftd in Foreign Countries 
during that Epocha. He relates the Names of the Kings who 
reign'’d in Egypt, viz. Ramifes, Son to him-that was drown’d. in 
the Red’ Sea, drmais, Egipius, and Bufiris, : 

Agenor reign’d in Phemcia a little before the deliverance of the 
T/raelites, and was fucceeded by Pham and Cadmus his two Sons. 
This Cadmus carried into Beoria, the Alphabet of the Phexicians, 
The Kingdom of the Szcionians flourifh’d in the time of Mofes 
and Fofhua. The Pe/./gians and Theffahans were known before. 

The Period, during which the I/ree/ites were govern’d by Jud- 
ges, furnifhes a great Number of remarkable Particulars. Their 
Manners were extremely corrupted in their time. Immediately 
after the Death of Fo/hua, the I/raelites contratted Marriages with 
the Canaanites, adord their Gods, and abandon’d themfelves to 
all forts. of Crimes. 

Whilft the I/rae/ites fell into thefe Diforders, Bel, Ninws and 
Semirames teign’d in Affyria, Proteus and Remfts at Memfis. To 
thofe Kings is afcrib’d the Building of the fineft Pyramids that are 
in Egypt. The taking of Iycy is ufually computed to be in the 
time of Judge Tho/a, or in that of Fair his Succeflor. Tantalus 
teign’d at the fame time in Phrygia, and Evitfeus, Cecrops and 
Pandion at Athens. 

The Duration of the fifth Epocha, from Samuel to the Divifion 
of the Kingdom under Rehoboam, is only 120 Years. The obfer- 
vable Things of this Period are, the Avarice of E’s Sons, the Ta- 
king of the Ark, the Asking of a King, the Confécration of Sax/, 
the Wars with the Ammonites, the Amalckites, and the Philiftines, 
the Reprobation of Sa#/, the Ele&tion of David, his Reign, his 
Piety, his Abode at Ferujalem, and the Tranflation of the Ark. 

Solomon his Son furpaffed all other Kings in Wifdom, Riches 
and Magnificence, the latter he evidenc’d by his founding feveral 
Cities, building the Temple,and his own Pallace. The Benefits and 
Honours he receiv’'d from God did not prevent his falling away 
to Idolatry, by the'wicked Advice of his Foreign Wives. 

This Epocha is famous for the Compofition of feveral Books, 
as that of Fofhua, Fudges, the two firft Books of the Kings, the 
rom of David, the Book of Wifdom, the Proverbs and ae . 
taftes. : n 
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In the fame Period we find in foreign Countries, Sanchoniaibon 
the moft ancient of their Writers, the Colonies fent by the Phezi- 
cians into Afric, and the Foundation of New Carthage. In Egypr, 
-Chemnis , according to Diodorus, Siculus built the higheft of the 
Pyramids; and in this Period, Codrus, the laft of their Kings, 
liv’d at Arhens. 

The fixth Epocha was of 368 Years, according to the Calcula- 
tion of Spanherm, from the Revolt in Reboboam’s time to the 
Captivity of Babi/on. The Revolt of the ten Tribes was follow’d 
by the Change that ‘Feroboam introduc’d in Religion, in order to 
affure himfelt of the Government.Being afraid that if the ten Tribes 
went up to the Solemn Worfhip of the Temple, they would re- 
turn to the Obedience of their ancient Soveraign, he made the 
two golden Calves at Daz and Bethe/, and oblig’d the People to 
Worthip ’em. 

There were nineteen Kings in I/rae/ from the time of Feroboam 
to Hofea, under whom the ten Tribes were tranfported beyond 
the I7g7is into the Mountains of Media, by Sa/manafjar King of 
Afjyria, to be afterwards fent further, ev’n to Tarrary and Afric. 
The Conqueror, who had carried away the I/rae/ites trom Sama- 
via, fent new Inhabitants thither, who by a mixture of Judaifin 
and Paganifm form’d a new fort of Religion. 

The moft confiderable Events during this Epocha were the end 
of the Afyrian Empire, the Death of Sardanapalus, the Reign of 
Itobal, King of Sidon and Father of Fefabel, who is the fame with 
Elifa, and Dido the Wite of Sicheus, kill'd by Pigmalion King of 
Tyre, the Riches and Avarice of Midas King of Phrygia, the Go- 
vernment of the Archons of Athens, the Reftoring of the Olim- 
pic Games by Ipbitus , the Olimpiads did not begin however tiil 
108 Years after, the Foundation of the Kingdom of the Macedb- 
nians, that of Calcedon and Bizantium, the Keign of Amulius Fa- 
ther to Rhea Silvia, of whom were born Romulus and Remus, the fe- 
cond Year of the fecond Olimpiad. | 

The feventh Epocha confifts only of 70 Years, during the-Capiti- 
vity of Babi/on. Here there are three Tranfportations of the Jews 
diftinguif’d. The firft under Fecomtas King of Fada, when Nebu- 
chadnezzar impos a Tribute upon him: The fecond under Feco- 
nias his Son, when he was carried Captive with his Treafures and 
the Veffels of the Temple ; And the third under Zedekiah, when 
after his Revolt he had his Eyes pull'd out, the City of Ferufalem 
was taken, and the Temple deftroy’d.

Whilft the ews groaned under a Foreign Yoak, many of ’eny 
followed the Superftitions of the Genti/es, notwithftanding the 
Care that Danie/, Ezekiel, Feremy and Baruch took to comfort 
them and keep them in the true Keligion. : 

The Originals of the Sacred Books perifh’d with the Temple, - 
but there were Copies of them preferv’d, as appears by the oth 
Chapter of Damiel. At the fame time the Prophets wrote new 
ones, to bear up the. Captives under their Affliction. Feremy 
continued his Prophefies, and wrote his Lamentations. Daniel 
explained his Dream, and foretold the Changes that were co- 
ming: Ezekiel wrote his Kevelations. 

During the 70 Years Captivity, Nebuchadnezzar the Son made 
himfelf.Mafter of Egypt, and rebuilt Babylom. Ciaxares com- 
manded in Media; A/iates Father to Crafus govern’d the Lidi- 
ans, and was fucceeded by Cra/ws, who was overcome by Gru. 
Solon, Thales, and the other Sages of Greece flourifh’d at the 
fame time. Pi//trates ufurp'd the Government of the Arheni- 
ans, Servius Tullius and the Targuins govern’d at Rome. 

The 8th Epocha confifted of 375 Years from the end of the 
Captivity till the Reignof the Maccabees. The Fews were de- 
liver'd from their Captivity by an Edi&t of Gyrus, who fiufter’d 
them to rebuild the Temple, and reftor’d them the Sacred Vef- 
fels. Zorobabel fet out for Ferufalem with Fofhua the High 
Prieft, Nebemiab and a great Number of People, and laid the 
Foundations of the 2d Temple. The ‘ews being travers’d by 
the Samaritans in that Enterprize, befought the Prote€tion of Da- 
rius, and obtain’d a 2d Edit for carrying on the Work. Gyrus 
the younger granted them a third Edi€t, and at laft Nehemiah 
obtained a fourth from Artaxerxes to rebuild the Walls, and 
Towers of Serufalem. 

The Fews after their return fpoke no more the Language of 
the Hebrews nor the Chaldee that they had learned at Babylon, 
but a Language compos’ of both, and made ufe of new Cha- 
racters. They were at this time govern’d by a great Council 
they called the Sanbedrim, and receiv’d Books newly written, the 
Proverbs, the Books of E/dras, the Prophefies of Haggai, Za- 
chary and Malachy, without {peaking of the Verfion of the LXX, 
nor of the Samaritan Pentateuch. The High Priefts that liv’d 
in thofe days are related by Fo/epbus and Eufebius. The moft

At the time when all thofe things were tranfaf&ted amoneft the 

ews, the Babylonians were fubdued by the Perfians, the Pro/o- 

’s e{tablifh'd their Empire in Egypt, the Macedonians grew 
mightily in Power, and the Greeks being delivered from the Ty- 
ranny of Pi/iftratus, fought the famous Battles of Marathon 
and [hermopy/e. : 

They had then the great Captains, Mu/tiades, Ariftides, The- 
miftocles, Crmon ; the famous Hittorians Herodotus, Thucididesand 
Xenopbon,the famous Philofophers Socrates, P/ato, Ariftotle, the 
eloquent Orators [/ocrates, Demofthenes, Efchines, the excellent 
Poets E/chilus, Cherilus, Sophocles, Euripides, Pindarus, Empedo- 
cles, Ariftopbanes. 

At the fame time the Romans exterminated their Kings and 
introdue’d Confuls, under whom they extended their Conquelts . 
by Arms in all Parts of the World. 

The ninth Epocha confilts only of 163 Years, from the Go- 
vernment of the Maccabees, to the Aira of our Saviour; during 
this time the Perfecution of the Jews began in the 6th Year of 
Antiochus Epiphanes, who on the occafion of the Sedition raisd 
up by Fa/fon againft Menelaus ; for the High Priefthood feis’d up- 
on Ferufalem, and carried. off the Treafures of the Temple. Af- 
ter the Victory obtain’d by the Romans over Perfeus, he was 
con{tran’d to return to Syr7a, and made an Edi& to force them 
to offer Sacrifice to Fupiter Olympius. Matathias feconded by 
his five Sons, made all poffible Eiforts for preferving the Religion 
and temporal Grandeur of the Jews. Thofe gallant Champions 
of the Law and Worfhip of the true God, have rendred the 
Name of the Maccabees and Afmoneans famous to all Ages. 

The Samaritans on the contrary being difpirited by the Threats 
of Antiochus, and the fear of Danger, were fo cowardly as to 

refent him a Memorial, wherein they renounced the Name of | 

Tous the Sabbath and other Ceremonies, and demanded that 
theit Temple of Gerizim might be dedicated to ¥xpiter. Ne- 
verthele{s, after the death of Amticchus Epiphanes, and the Vi- 
€tories obtain’d by the Maccabees, they forfook the Service of the 
falfe Gods, and had long and obftinate Quarrels with the Jews; 
for the preference of their Temple of Gerizim to that of Feru- 
falem. , There .was foon after . the like Controverfie betwixt the 
Jews, upon the account of another Temple built by Ozias in the 
Jurifdittion of Heliopolis, Under the Government of Marre- 
thias’s Pofterity feveral Sets arofe, that in many Points chang’d

The Effenians were fomewhat later, and difcovered a great 
Love for Silence and Temperance, and kept at a great di- 
ftance from. all Suits and Difputation, even about the Subject of 
the Law. 

There were befides them Hemerobaptifts, Dofitheans, Naza- 
rens, Herodians, Gaulanites and Scribes, but they may be rank’d 
under one of the three other Sects juft now mentioned. 

The Civil War that happened, betwixt Hircanus Il. and Ari- 
ftobulus his Brother, gave an opportunity to Amtiparer to afpire 


to agreat Power, and to Pompey to opprefS the Nation. en 
he became Mafter of Ferufalem, he xe-eftablifh’d Hircanas, and 


brought Ariftobulus to Rome, to ferve as an Ornament to his 
Triumph.

The Feclefiaftical Authors that appear’d at this time, are St. Ig- 
natius, st. Policarp, Papias,: Hegefippus, Theophilus of Antiochia, 
St. Irenaeus, Clemens, Alexandrinus and Tertullian, There were 
alfo feveral Councils in the Eaft and Weft, for the Condemna- 
tion of Hereticks, or on the Account of Differences amongtt Bi- 
fhops about the-Celebration of Eaffer. ' 

The C ondition.of the Church feemed to be very flourifhing in 
the third Century. Princes, great Men, and Philofophers em- 
braced the Chriltian Religion. Amongft thofe are reckoned Mam. 
mea the Mother of Alexander Severus, and the Emperor Pbilip:, 
but many of the Learned are not ee as to the latter. ‘There 
was an Alteration then made in the Do€trine, by the Errors. of 
Clemens Alexandrinus, Origen and Tertullian, great. Honours 
were then paid to the Memory of the Martyrs, and their Re- 
_ liques, and- very. great, Rigour was ufed towards thofe who had 
yielded_in any thing under the Violence of Tormenters, and they 
were fubje€ted to.a long and laborious Pennance, . 

At this time there arofe a great Number of Herefies againtt 
the Trinity, the Godhead. of Jefus Chrift, againft os Dery of 
the Principle of all Things, the Immortality of the Soul, and 
the Refutreftion of the Body, There were alfo Schifins, among 
which that of the “Novatians, occafioned, the greateft Diforders.. 
There were alfo great Differences amongft the Bifhops concer: 
ing the Baptizing of Heseticks.. ca 
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. ‘The Perfecutions were frequent and cruel under the Emperor 
Severus, Maximinus, ag alerian, Aurelian, and Dioclefian. 


‘The moft famous Do€tors of this rarer were Origen, Gregory 
Thaumaturgus, Dennis of Alexandria, Methodius, Tertullian, G- 
prian, Minucius,Falix and Arnobius who at this time defended the 
truth of Religion, and the Innocence of the Chriftians. The 
Councils declared againft Errors, and maintain’d Difcipline. 

In the beginning of the 4th Century, Cox/tantinm gave Peace to 
the Church, forbad Sacrifices, threw down Idols, and changed 
their Temples into Places confecrated to ‘the Worthip of the 
true God. The Gofpel was carried to the moft remote Nati- 
ons; yet Paganifm was kept up in great Cities by the Authority 
of Fulian.. 

he, Diocefles and Ecclefiaftical Provinces were at this time 
diftinguifh’d according to the Form of the Civil Government of 
the Empire, and the Titles of Archbifhop, Exarch, Primate and 
Patriarch were then afcribed to the Bifhops of the greateft Sees. 
The Emperors affum’d to themfelves a great Authority over 
the external Policy of the Church, and enjoy’d the Right of

Ozho I. procus’d the de ot thede ae Fobn Kill. and 
Otho Ill. his Grandfon, re-eftablifh’d Gregory V. upen the Chair, 
from which he was chas’d by an Ufurper. It is true, that good 
Writers were very rare inthis Century. Yet there’was then ‘Iheo- 
Rbilatt, Occumenius, Simeon Metapbraftes, Reginon, Hlodoard, Viti- 
guind, Luitprand and Aimoin. At this timte-the Order of Cluni 
was founded, which produc’d Multitudes of Monks. ee

There’s but few Greek Writers in this Century, theré’s none 
almoft to be found but Cedrenus, Scilitze Curopalates, Pfellus, 
Xifilinus Patriarch of Conftantinople, the Abbreviator of Dion Caf- 
fius, Gregory Palamas, and Samuel, Marochianus, aconverted Few, 
and Author of a Treatife of the Coming of the Mefhas, tra ted 
from the Arabic into. Latin.

St. Foba. of (oH pe The Doétors 
that follow’d his Method and illuftrated his ine, have han- 
dled a great many curious Queftions with great Subtlety of Argu- 
ment. Gratien, much about the fame time, publifh’d the Decre- 
- tal, which makes the firft.part of the Canon Law. The other 
Writers of this Age are Rupert, Peter of Cluni, Bernard, Hugh, 
and Richard de Saint Vittor, Peter of Blois, “fobn of Salisbury, the 
Abbot: Foachim, Ives of Chargres, Othe of Frifingen, and William 
of Tyr. Befides the Order gf the Premonttrants, founded in 1120. 
by Si iNorbert, There were Military Orders appointed for recet-

the Infidels. The Mendicant Orders had their Rife alfo in this 
Time. Laftly, thedifcovery of the Pandetts at Florence occafion’d 
the Reftoring of the Study of the Civil Law, and the Creation of 
the Titles of Do€tor and.

Pruffia, being fubdued by the Knights of the Teutonic Order, 
embrac’d Chriftianity in the beginning of the thirteenth Century, 
and Tartary did the like at the fame time, tho’ they have apofta- 
tiz’d fince.

Our Author, amongft other Memoirs, found a 
Manofcript of the famous Godfry Hermant; a Cdnon of Beau- 
vais, which he hath made ufe of in this Work, and he hath col- 
lcCted all that could be found which was proper to give a true 
Account of the Matters of Fa&t, and to fatistie the Curiofity of 
the Readers. And, that nothing might be wanting, he hath 2 
bridg’d the Hiftory of Low7s de $i.

The firft Volume begins at the Year 1640. with the Hiftory of 
the Book, entituled, L’Auguftin de Corneille Fanfenius, and ends 
vat 1651. Wemay fay in general, that there is to be found in this 
Tome, as in the two others, the Hiftory of two Things equally 
curious, the firft concerning the Books that have been wrote on 
both fides, upon the Controverfies on Grace, fince the publifhing 
of Fanfenivs’s Book. Qur Author not only gives us the Title of 
thofe Works, but in feveral places a little Avaly/is of the Fanfe- 
nifts, and the Names of the Writers; there being a great Num- 
ber of them that were publifh’d cither without any Name or un- 
der feigned Names. They who are curious in this Matter, or 
have a defire to know the Books wrote by thofe of the Port Royal, 
will here find fatisfa€tion. The other Thing that our Author 
gives an Exact Account of is, the Intrigues of both Parties, to 
accomplifh their Ends, but efpecially thofe who are Enemies to 
the Do&trine of Fanfenius. 

We have here an Account of the Noife that Fanfenius’s Augu- 
ftin made in the Netber/ands, and the Effdrts that were made to 
‘have it condemn’d by Pope Urban VIII. who did condemn it in 
1643. tho’ there were afterwards a thoufand Difficulties made 
about the Reception and Publication of the Bull. . A great many 
Books were wrote pro and com upon this Subje&, of which our 
Author gives the Titles and Contents in a few Words. 


_ The fecond Tome contains the Hiftory of what pafs'd, but efpe- 
cially at Rome and France, from the Year 1652. to 1661. We 
have here particularly a Hiftory of the Bulls of Innocent X. dated 
May 31. 1653. and of Alexander VII. dated’ Offob. 16. 1656. in 
which the five Propofitions were condemn‘d as thofe of Fanfenim, 
The Fanfenifts maintain’d, that they were not to be found in his 
Book, and pretended to fign only the Condemnation of them in 
the Heretical Senfe which they might contain, and no ways in 
the Senfe of Fanfenius, which is that of St. Auguftin. This gave 
birth to the Difpute of Fatt and Right, which the Fanfenifts 
would have us to diftinguifh with fo much Care.. They confefs, 
| that 
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that the Church and the Pope may demand the Condemnation of 
Heretical Doétrines which may lie hid under thofé Propofitions, 
but not that they fhould condemn them as being contain’d in.a 
Book where they are not to be found. Yet this Subfcription was 
demanded without admitting any Explication not only from Priefts 
but ev’n from Nuns , notwith{tanding their Proteftations that they 
did not underftand Latin, had never read the Book, or could not 
find thofe Propofitions in it. This forcible Way. of Procedure oc. 
cafion’d great Diforders in France, and fet many Pens at work to 
write pro and coz, In this fecond Tome are to be found the Titles 
of the chief of ’em, as well as the Intrigues for oppofing the ¥a- 


Senifts. 


In the third Tome we have the Hiftory of thofe Diforders down 

to the Year 1668. that Lowzs publifh’d an Edit injoining Silence 
to both Parties, and put a {top to the Proceedings againft the ¥an- 
Senifts. Our Author gives us here the whole Book, entituled, Hi- 
froire Abregee de la Paix de ?Eghfe, i.e. A Compendious Hiftory 
of the Peace of the Church, and two others, entituled, Efforts 
des Ennemis de la Paix, pour la'Troubler ,; and Effets €&7 Suites de 
la Paix, i.e. The Efforts of the Enemies of the Peace for difturb- 
ing the fame, and the Effe€ts and Confequences of the Peace. 

At the Clofe of the Hiftory, we have an Account of what pafs'd 
in the Cenfure, by the Inquilitions of Spam in 1650. upon twenty.

Befides, many, who have devoted themfelves 
to the Study of it, are wont to have a tender regard for it; whilft. 
they admhire the Depth and Reach of the Thoughts, ‘ate amaz’d at’ 
the Winding and Turnings of the moft exquifite’ Subtilties; 
extol the Prurence of the Civil Inftitutes, or Reverence that pure

However there are not wanting thofe on the contrary,’ who are

Men of Polite, ‘piercing, *great and capi Fig (among whom | 
our’ Author’ p.’ 44'7. reckons’ Avtonins’ Faber) ‘the Chiet ‘of the 


Cenfors)“dnd‘ tven fonte’of the Long’ Robe Ahemifelves, as well ¢ 
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Advocates as Judges, make a mock at fome Paflages, and openly 
Laugh at the Abfurdity of them. 

~ But tho’ the Roman Lam cannot be wholly excus’d from humane 
Imperfection ; yet the Opinion of thofe who think it more praife- 
worthy than blameable; the Number of its Defenders, the Splen- 
dor of its Authorities, and above all the Weight of the Argu- 
ments on that fide, ought to be of fome Force in carrying tke 
Point; efpecially confidering that fome thing may be, rcply’d to 
what the Cenfors have advanc’d.. : 

This Affertion is what the famous Auberus has juftified in this 
his Poftumous Piece, wherein his Defign is to explain fuch places 
of the Roman Lam, as feveral Writers both skill’d and unskill’d in 
that Law have cavill’d at and traduc’d, as Falfe , Unjut, 
Indecent, Abfurd, Corrupted and Suborned. Thefe Paflages 
our Author undertakes to Vindicate and Excufe, or, when the 
Matter will not bear it, freely and without Diffimulation to own 
the Error, thinking fuch a fair proceeding moft for the Intereft of 
the Civil Law. For tho’ the forceof Laws does not abate, let the 
Reafon of them feem never fo unfair, and tho’ one fhould not 
fay what fome-have advanced in favour of the Civilians, Ami- 
cus Papinianus, amicus Fuftinianu, fed magis Amica veritas, yebit. 
would very much leffen the Authority and Dignity of the Science, 
if the Sanétions of the Roman Law fhould feem to deviate from 
Moral Philofophy, the San@tity of the Divine Law and from all 
Truth. Infhorc, That refpeé& which is commonly fhewn to the 
Interpreters of this Science, who are fo free in their Cenfures of it 
under a pretence of being Free-thinkers and Plain-cealers, has rais’ 
fuch an invincible. Prejudice againft it, that one can hardly tell 
how to get over it, without feeming at leaft to offend againt 
Truth. . 

Our Author is far from being fo Superftitious as to maintain 
the Errors of the Ancients, but yet he is withalcautiousof falling 
ito the rafhnefs of thofe, who condemn what they do not under- 
itand. Nor caa he agree with what Fab:xs in his Inftitution atlows 
to his Auditors, viz. that.they fhould rather approve of all, than 
find Fault with fome thingsin the Ancients. Nor laftly, does he 
think fit to contemn that fo much exploded Saying, Amicus Pa- 
pimianus, amicus JFuptinianus, [ed magis.amica. veritas, fince the 
Queftion on foot, is not concerning the Authority of thofe Laws, 
but concerning the: Reafonablenefs of them, and their Authority 
Vindicated by Reafon. ail 
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But whereas. our Author had no Precedent to go by, he there- 
fore Jays down his Thoughts upon this Subje& receyuzvasixas, only 
by way of Fffay, that fo he might, from the Information of better 
Judgments, have the Liberty toalter what he thought fit. He be- 
gins with the Pandcéts, and at the fame time takes in what what is 
moft remarkable in the Jaftitures. As for the Antinomians he does 
not infiftupon them, nor wpon feveral other knotty Paffages, 
that occur here and there inthe Civil Law ; and has confin’d him- 
felf to the Termsof Moral Philofophy and other Learning, fo far 
asis confiftent with the Science he Defends. He had a great many 
Perfons to enter the Liftswith, a Catalogue of whom his Learned 
Son has added to the Work. The Chief of thefe Cenfors or 
Critics are, Amefixs the Divine,who now and then Charges the Ro- 
man Laws with Injuftice ; Autonius Faber, Aztonins Mattheus the 
Elder, and his Scholar Wiffenbachius ; with Autumnys and Groene- 
megins, whofe Cenfures our Author takes into Confideration in his 
Cenfure. How well he has play’d his Part in the Management of 
this Controverfie will beft be difcern’d by what he has done, fome 
Specimens of which we here give you. 

As to the Definition of Fuftice fet down, 1.10. deF. & F, Amie- 
fis is of Opinion that the Civilians have fhamefully contradided 
themfelves, whilft they have defin’d Juftice by one fingle A& 
Jus feilicet cuique faum tribuendi, A Right of rendring to eve 
Man kis Due, whereas at the fame time they have prefcrib’d 
three Precepts of the Laws, Honefte effe vivendum, meminem leden- 
dum, uum cuique tribuendum, to live Honeftly, to injure no Man, 
‘and to render to every one bis dues now adds he, Juftice is as-ex- 
tenfive as the Laws themfelves. To this our Author ‘Replies, 
that thefe three Precepts are not fuch Fundamental Principles 
of the Science, upon which the reft of the Difcipline isto ‘be 
founded, but only: Sayings and Sentences whereby the Compilers 
of the Law would at the very beginning fignifie their Intentions 
and Defigns. Befides he fhews that the Definition: attributed-to 
the Civilians, does not define a general, but only particular kind 
of Juftice, fo that ’tis in vain for any one to expect an exact con- 
formity. between the Precepts and thé Definition. | . 

In 1.6. de his qui fui vel alien. jur, Oue Author fhewe that .c%- 
pianus (when he advane’d that a Sonbornin the Abfence of 2 Hus- 
band who had been ten Years away, could not be the Husbands 
Child) was no fuch Trifler, as Bachovius pretended ; fince U/pian’s 
Delign was to Demoaftrate, that a Prefumption arifing from Ma- 
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trimony might be invalidated by a contrary/Proof.::.-Hence‘it was 
that he made ufe of/an unqueftionable Inftance, that afterwatds he 
might proceed to things more doubtful.’ . Now: (adds he).’tis no 
fuch.Abfurdity to conclude and infer things,that areideny’d; from 
things indubitable and granted, nor does U/pian write any. Trifle 
in the foremention’d Cafe, fince by the Laws‘ofifevéral Nations, a 
Husband is to.be reckon’d the Father of a Child tho’ héeihas been 
abfent ten Years. He inftances in-England, wheretis a Law, ac- 
cording to: Dr. Chamberlains Account. of sthe Prefent Srare of Eng- 
land, that a Husband is the reputed Father of a Child, tho’ abfent 
ten Years, provided he is not out of the four Seas which fur- 
round Great Britain. ee. : : no 

Huberus defends the Inftitution, Seét. 9. 1. de Adopaiou. (Where- 
by Eunuchs are barr’d from Adoptiig Children) againftthe De- 
cree of Leo Philofophus the Emperor who Nov: 26. granted this 
Priviledge to Eunuchs ; and he is of Opinion that the Power of 
the Eunuchs in the Byzantine Court growing toa great Head in 
the time of Leo, viz. inthe Ninth Century, was rather the oc- 
cafion of this new Conftitution, than any Confideration of 
Equity. aad de ) 

Tis anotable Sanction of the Romans: fet down in /. 7. Seét. 4. 
de Paftis, ex Pattis nudss non orivi obligationem ad. agendum efficacem, 
i. €. There arifes:no Obligation neceffitating the Ait from bare 
Contraéts. In. the Expounding of this, Interpreters very much 
vary, fome with Afeftertins Expounding it concerning Contraéts 


-made without ferious and deliberate Confideration ; and others — 


are of Opinion, that if it fhould be underftood of deliberate 
Contracts, it overthrows Natural Egnity.- But Huberus proves 
that. both the one and the other lie under a miftake, and informs

-.? Tis a well ' known Paflage, 1. 27. Set. 1. de Hered. petit. wherein 
tis faid, quod in mulrerum honefforum virorum pradits lupanaria exer= 
ceantur. Hence it is that fome upbraid the Civil’ Law for permit- 
ting and approving of Brothel-Houfes, contrary to the Holy Scrip- 
ture, Probity and good Manners, and this Cenfure is profecuted 
at large by Antonius Afathews. -But our Author undertakes: to 
prove, that in this Paflage thereiis mo. fhasner of approbation of 
any;fuch :thing, fince U/p:an the Author of itjin 4 21.

Vis anotable Inftitution extant, i/23. i pars hered: petat; where- 
by “tis enaéted , That.ifppon.a Father's Death;one of the Children, 
and the Big-bellied Wite be together, a fourth Part of: the Eitate 
fhould be affign’d to him, fince three may be Born of her Bo- 
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dy. Here Astimnus imagines that theancient Civilians were great 
Triflers, fince at prefent we are not fo nice ahd obfcure in our 
Queftions, therefore thefe Panctilios and. Subtilties of the Laws 
are not admitted by the Judges. And he isof Opinion that the 
Cuftom of allowing a prefent and future Maintenance to the 
Wife and her Iffte according tothe Ability of the Perfons, is 
more becoming a Man. But fuppofe a Son cannot; or will not 
tarry, having prefent occalion for Money, as being a Merchant 
whofe Credit depends upon it, and he cannot otherwife keep up 
his Reputation, fhall therefore the uncertain Right of the Polthu- 
mous Iffue debar him of his due? No, this does not appear 
probable; therefore the Provifion made in the Civil Law has its 
ufe ; aud thus our Author evades this Cenfure. 

Ulpian in l. 5. Seét. 1. de rei vindic. Suppofes that Lead and Silver 
may be feparated from one another, but BrafS and Gold cannet ; 
which laft Affertion is look’d upon as Falfe, fince Brafs and Gold 
may be feparated by Agua fortes. For the overthrowing of this 
Cenfure, Molineu: confulted feveral Artificers that work’d in Me- 
tals, and by them was inform’d that Brafs and Gold could 
indeed be feparated, not by 44ua forts as thefe Cenfors fuppos’d, 
but by Fire; which very much waftes the weaker Metals, fuch 
as Lead and Brafs, unlefs the Artificers mix fome Gold with their 
Brafs and a certain Cement made of pounded Bricks and white Clay, 
but this is fo chargeable that ’tis better to refine the Gold through. 
the Firetho’ the Brafs be loft. From hence 4olineus argues that Ul- 
pian in wis faying that Gold could not be feparated trom Brafs, 
does not mean a Chymical Separation, but only a Profitable and 
Civil one with refpe@ to the lofs it fuftains either in Value or 
Subftance, which Gold and Brafs is not capable of. But our Au- 
thor is of Opinion that A~Zolinaus in his Vindication of Ulpian does 
not come up to the main Point, fince he has not fhewn, that Brafs 
is harder to be {eparated from Gold than Silver from Lead, upon 
which this whole Difpute turns; and upon this Account he. 
gaat that Ulpian can {carce avoid being either Cenfur’d or Cor- 
rected. 

In L. 36. fars.erc. Paulaflerts, that no Reftitution can be re- 
quir’d of one, who through a miftake is made Co-heir with ano- 
ther, if the miltake is not difcover’d till after the Caufe is de- 
termin’d. This feems to fome, and efpecially to 4ucumnus to be 
a hard faying and very unreafonable, fuppoling that at prefent 
Matters are otherwife provided tor by the Courfe of Equity. But 
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forafimuch as this contrary Practice, which Atummus cries up, 
is doybttul and uncertain, fince Sentence was given according to 
the Opinion of Paul, by the Parliament of Paris, Briffonixs being 
Prefident, upon: the Reading of this: whole Text in open Court : 
From hence our Author clears the Affertion of Pax! from a!! Ia- 
juftice, fince the Lofs foftain’d by the Plaiatiff is wholly owing 
to hisown Imprudence, in not being more careful in enquiring 
into the Quality of his Antagonift before the Cafe was deter- 
min’d. However he grants that the Defendant in fore Confcienr'« 
is not excufeable, and herein he is much of the fame Oj} inion 
with Brunnemannus, who is for a total Reftitution to be made ac- 
cording to the Rulesof the Gofpel. ore: 
As tothe Paflage 1 9. Seét. 7. de pecul. Huberus Vindicates the 
Roman Law- from that Afperfion which. is caft upon it .by W/fr- 
bachinsand others, as if it countenanc’d Self-murder, which they 
fancy to bea Doétrine the Givilians borrow’d. from. the So ek: : 
And he tells us that the Civelians in Afferting, licere fervisnartsra- 
liter in corpus {uum fevire, meantit only with refpe& to the Ser- 
vants denying of the Debt due to their Patron, and .which was 
to be paid out of their own Peculium or proper Stock, to the pre- 
judice of the reft of their Creditors. : 
What Arcadins or Charifins Writes (inl, 21..Seth. 2. de tefirbs) 
Teftimonio teftts harenarii vel fimilis Perfona fine tormentis credendum 
non effe, feemsa hard faying tofome.. For fay they, fince the ufe 
of Tortures can hardly be allowed of with refpeét even to Male- 
factors themfelves, it exceeds the bounds of Humanity, and de- 
generates into Barbarity to Torture fuch Witnefles, as retufe not 
to give in their Evidence, and are not convied of Falfehood. 
But here again our Author undertakes to fhew that this Law was 
-enaGed only againft Profligate Perfons of ill Fame, and bad Mo- 
rals, and thus he in this Cafe defends the Goodnefs of the Roman 
Laws.

His Volume now lying before us is divided into three Books ; 

of which the firft relates to Natural Philofophy 5 the fecond 
chiefly to Phyfick, andthe third has reference to the Britifh, Phe- 
nician, Armenian, Greek and Roman Antiquities. _Our Author 
himfelf has briefly touch’d upon the Subje& Matter, Method and 
Difpofition of each of thefe Parts in his Preface, and has accoun- 
ted for feveral other things therein. But fince he has only given 
us a general and fhort View, we cannot think it improper ia this 
our Fournel to prefent our Reader withamore particular and’ 
ya reprefentation of the Defign of Dr. Leigh in this his Natu- 
ral Hiftory. : : 
The Dottor declares in ipfolimine, that what he has recited in 
this Treatife, is chiefly from ‘his own Obfervation and Experi- 
ments: However it feems he has met with fome Enemies upon 
that account. We fhall not intermeddle with the Controverfiie, © 
that lies between the Author and his Antagonifts, fince its none 
cf our Province. Hehas written his Vindication of himfelf from. 
thofe Calumnies that have ‘been-caft upon‘him, and has annex’d 
it hy way of Poftfcript to ‘the firft part of this Work. * Beaving ° 
flieretore the perufal of that to the Impartial- Reader;"we fhalf 
now 
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now proceed to what is more properly our Bufinefs, viz. to give 
a fair Account of what is contain’d in this large Treatife. Not 
that we pretend. to draw an entire Abftra& of it, but only take 
notice of fome of the moft remarkable things in it, without 
 defcending tothe Minute.and lefs confiderable.. 


PART or BOOK 


+ The firft Part treats of the Natural Philofopby relating to the 
foremention’d Counties, and is divided into nine Chapters, be- 
fides diftinét Explications of feveral Copper Plates, which are in- 
ferted at the End, and have reference to what iscontain’d in this 
firft Book. 

In the firft;Chapter our Author accounts for the ancient Inha- 
bitants, and; the Air in thofe Counties. . As to the former he 
fays, that they were the Arigavtes who were the Ancient Inhabi- 
tants of Lancafhire, and tho’ Mr. Cambden affirms that ’tis uncer- 
tain from whence thefe Men came; yet the Doétor is of Opinion, 
that they Originly were. Pheniciam. To render this his Hypo- 
thefis the more probable, Dr. Leigh Argues, firft froma River in 
Lancafbire calla Ribbel, by Ptolomy {til'd Bellifama, which is a Pha- 
wician Name; then from their manner of making War, which 
was in managing their Chariots, as the Eajtern Nations practis‘d : 
And from the Reverfe of a Reman Coin of Afi2 Minor; from 
thefe things he “infers that the Brigantes, the Ancient Inhabitants 
of Lancaflire, were a mixt People of Phanicians and Britains. » In 
fpeaking of the Air, he fays, ’tis for the moft part Mild, Serene 
and Healthful, excepting on the Fenny and Maritime Parts of the 
County. As to the Phenomena obfervable inthe Air, our Author 
pafles by fuch as are ufual and common, and among the unufual, 
relates a ftrange Story concerning a Tempeft of Lightning and 
Thunder, which happen’d about eight Years agoin a fmall Vil- 
lage, call’d £Ywick, and which was attended with very direful 
Effects, the reprefentation of which he gives us.at large, as being 
what he wasafterwards an Eye-witnefs of. He likewife Acounts 
for the Nature of thofe: Damps, which arife in fome-places, and 
infect the Air fo much, that there is no living in it;. He farther 
tells us.of.a Storm of Hail that happen’d in the Year 1697(where- 
in the Stones were feveral of them nine, others fix, feven and eight 
Inches in Circumference) and,at the fametime folves the Nature 
of, this Phenomenon. Laftly, ‘heexamines theiPreffure of the:Air, 
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and by feveral Experiments, fet down at large, endeavours to 
render it highly probable ; that the Afcent of the Mercury in 
Glafs-Tubes is not made by an external Preffure upon the Surface 
of the Quick-Silver contain’d in the Cup, but by the various 
Elafticities of Air in the top of the Tube. With Lancafhire our 
Author has joyn’da brief Account of the Ancient Inhabitants, 
the Air, Climate and other remarkable things relating to Chefhire, 
and Derbyfhire. 3 

Having confider’d the Air of thefe Counties, and the feveral 
Phenomena obfervable therein, Dr. Leigh proceeds in the fecond 
Chapter to another Element, viz. Water, and here he makes this 
Remark, “ That as thefe Counties are more Subje& to Rains, 
** than fome of the more Inland Ones, they likewife: afford us 
“* greater variety of Waters, than any one, or indeed) ‘thanall 
““ the Counties in England.” Of thefe Waters heinformsus'that 
the moft remarkable are, either Ponds, vulgarly call’d Meers, 
Rivers, or Springs. On each of thefe he enlarges himfelf. As to 
the Ponds or Meers, he fays, that the moft noted are only two, 
both of them call’d by the Name. of Aartin-Meer: That the 
largeft of thefe, of 18 Miles in Circumference, and two: Miles 
over, is now drein’d by Tho. Fleetwood Efq;, which will turn to his 
Advantage: That in dreining this Meer-no lefSthan two Thou- , 
fand Hands were employ’d at once; and upon it’s Dreining, 
there were found in it (befides abundance of-Fifh of feveral 
Kinds) no lefs than eight. Canoes, in Figure and Dimenfions not 
much unlike thofe us’d in America. Upon this hé takes an occa- 
fion of Difcourfing concerning the feveral Kinds of Boats made ° 
ufe of by the xctent Britains. | 

The moft noted Rivers, our Author fays, in Lancafhire are; 
the Aderfey, Ribbel, Lune and Wire; the Dee and thes Dove in 
Chefhire and Derbyfhire. In {peaking to each of thefe he takes - 
particular Notice of their Courfés or Currents, the Ufe-that is or 
may be made. of them with refpec& to Trade, what Priviledges 
are granted to {ome and:what forts of Fifh are to be met with in 
eashof them. — . 

As to the Springs, he treats, firft, of fuch asare not properly to 
be call’d Adineral Waters, but yet'are remarkable, ‘either for their 
Lightnefs, Coldnefs, Perfpiration, Flux and Reflux; ‘and he 
folves the Phenomena of each as he goes along, and takesan occa- 
tion to account for the Rife of Springs. He'tells us, that they do 
not flow frors the Dews, Rains and Mifts imbib’d in the sala 
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and afterwards form’d into various Currents, as the French Virtn- 
ofi imagine ; nor do they flow from any Subterraneéous Abyfs, as 
Dr. Woodward {uppofes; but that they have their Rife from the 
Sea. After this he Difcourfes at large concerning the Aineral 
Waters, which are impregnated with either Vitriol, or Sulphureous 
and Saline Particles, or only with Saline ones. Hetells us of fe- 
veral Chalybeat Springs, and fome Purgative ones, and in hand- 
ling of each he informs us what Quantity of Mineral is in each 
Spring, what fort of Tinéture they have, what.ate their Ver- 
tues and Properties, and backs all with feveral Experiments taken 
from his own and others Obfervations. He under this head endea- 
vours to refute feveral Errors of Dr. Lifter, as alfo the miftaken 
Notions of Dr. Guidot and Dr. Pierce, and concludes this Chap- 
ter with an Appendix, wherein he examines and confutes the Opi- 
nion of Mr. Allen with refpe& to what he had advanc’d in his 
Tract entituled, The Natural Hiftory of the Chalybeat and Purging 
Waters in England. 

In the next Chapter Dr. Leigh proceeds to give us an Account 
of the various forts of Earsh, which thefe Countries afford, fuch 
as the Black-Soil, the Fox-Love-Earth and the Clay-Earth; and: in- 
forms us how thefe Earths are ufually improv’d, by Marle, Dung, 
Lime, Shell-fifhes, Shells, Rags, ¢c. What is moft remarkable 
in this Chapter is, what he advances at large concerning the A%- 
raffes in thefe Parts, which he diftinguifhes into three Claffes, the 
White, the Grey and the Black. Thefe he confiders diftin@ly, 
in reipet to their Nature and Vegetation, from the Plants that 
grow upon them, with the different, Trees found in them, and 
diversother Phenomena, and hence he endeavours to prove from 
feveral Topicks that the Deluge of Noah was Univerfal. How- 
ever he fhews both from Scripture and Obfervations in Nature,that 
a total Diffolution of the whole Strata of the Earth at that time, 
was utterly impoflible: From whence he concludes, that Dr. Woed- 
ward’s Hypothelis concerning the Subterraneous Cozche or Shells, 
is Erroneous, as is likewife that of the Theori#. 

In the fourth Chapter we havean Account of Adines and A4- 
nerals, to be met with in thofe Countries, wherein after our Au- 
thor has premis’d fome things concerning them, he then goes on 
to confider the Phazomena frequently obfery’d in them, as the Con- 
ftituent Principles of Coals, their Ad4ineral Waters, Damps and’ 
Pyrites. Next tothe Obfervations he has made on Coal-mines, 
and the Nature of Coals; he proceeds to treat of Spars, which

he reduces. to thefe Clafles, viz. the Rhomboidal Pellucid Spar, the 
Sapphirine Rhomboidal, or Azure Spar, the Opac Azurine 
Spar, the Alabaftrites and the Staloctites, the Pellucid irregular 
Spar, and the Diamond Spar, fo denominated from its Figure, 
tipon each of thefe he beftowsa Word or two, and then goes 
on tothe other Minerals, of whichit would be too tedious to 
give you a particular Account, therefore we muft recémmend the 
farther Perafal of itto the Curious and inquifitive Reader. 

The next Chapter prefents us with an Account of Vegetables or 
Plants remarkable in thefe Countries, and their various Operati- 
ons. And inthis Argument our Author is prevented from en- 
larging much by what Mr. Ray has wrote uponthis Subject. All 
therefore that he pretends to do isto offer fome things about 
their Germination, an¢ fome particular Phenomena which he has 
obferv’d in fome of them. Having briefly touch’d upon the Am- 
phibious Sea-plants,- and upon the In-land-Plants, particular to 
thefe Countries ; he treats more largely of the Phyfical and Poy- 
fonous Plants; and by drawing a Parallel, betwixt Chymical Pre- 
parations and the Qualities in Phyfical-Herbs, he endeavours to 
give usa Rationale of their Effeéts. In this Chapter hé likewife 
takes the Fojfile Plantsunder particular Examination, and from 
various Obfervations demonftrates them to be only Lu/us Nature, 
the Sportings of Nature. 

Inthe fixth Chapter Dr. Leigh treats of Subterraneous Skele- 
tons, Petrified Shells, Subterraneous Shells and formed Stones. 
Upon thefe Phanomena he obferves, it is, that Dr. Woodward fup- 
pofes them to be the Exuzie of thofe Creatures at the Deluge, 
and depofited in Rocks by fpecific Gravitation ; but the contrary 
to this is what our Author undertakes to evince at large inthe 
Sequel of this Chapter. 

-..In the next Chapter we have an Account of Fifhes, concerning 
which our Author remarks, That the Curious have here a large 
Field,of Philofophy to range in, fince both the Seas arid Rivers 
m thefe Counties prefént us almoft with an infinite variety of thefe 
Creatures. However he tells us his defign is not to expatiate up- 
on each Particular Species of Fifhes, but only to take notice of the 
molt remarkable which have occurr’d to his Obfervation, in the. 


Seas, Rivers, Ponds and’ Meers. He dilates more éfpecially con- 
cerning the Germination and Origine of Pearls, wherein he un- 
dertakes to fltew that what Chriffophorus Sandius from Hamburgh 
tranfmitted to the Royal Society at London, mult neceffarily take 
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miftake.. This Account he tranfcribes atlarge, and {ets down 
his Remarks uponit, leaving the unprejudic’d Reader to judge of 
Sandius’s Error. | 

The eighth Chapter is concerning Reptiles and Infefts, ‘wherein 
Dr. Leigh pretends not to make any Additions to the Obfervati- 
ons nade by Dr. Liffer and Mr. Ray concerning them, but only 
to Account for fome Particular Remarks which he himfelf had 
made. Among the Reptiles he informs us of the Viper, the Adder 
or Longworm, and the Lizard, with the Nature of each: And 


among the Jnfeéts he treats particularly of the Grafhopper, the Ca-> 


terpillars, the Locust-Fly, the Red-Spider, with feveral . others. 
In this Chapter he likewife very much enlarges upon the Genera- 
tion and Formation of Fregs and Toads. 

In the ninth and laft Chapter is an Account of feveral Birds 
peculiar to thefe Counties, partigularly. of the Barnacle, which be- 
ing very common, and the mannerof its Generation having been 
matter of Controverfie, our Author recites his Obfervations upon 
it, and endeavours to reconcile that Point. At the Clofe of this 
Book are inferted, as was before.hinted, feveral Cuts very curiouf- 
ly done upon.Copper-Plates, the Explication of whichy with the 
Places to which they refer, Dr. Leigh has given us in particular 
and diftin& Sections. :

1693594, 95,96, and the Intermittent Diffempers. On ‘each of 
thefe he beftows a particular Se&tion, treats of them in the Ge- 
neral, and in particular with refpect* to thefe parts of England

In the ninth Article we profefs to believe the Holy Catholick 
Charth, and the Communion of Saints: Now for the farther Iluftra- 
tion of this Article Mr. Newcome in his feventeenth Lecture from 
Atts 2. 47. propofes to inquire into the Nature and AffeGion of, 
(1.) The Church, according, to our Belief of it to be the Holy 
Carholick Church, fhewing in what Senfe it may be faid to be Holy 
and in what, Catholickior Univerfal: (2.).He contiders the Com. 
munion peculiar thereto’: And (3.) The dmport of our Profefling 
to Believe the fame. : 7 

As tothe tenth Article, concerning the Forgivene/s of Sins; our 
Author undertakes firft to explain ‘the Nature of the Do@rine, 
and then contiders the BleflednefSof it. He ‘enlarges chiefly on 
the firft of thefe Heads, enquiring : (1.) What Sin is, ‘that ds to’ 
be Forgiven: (2.) In what refpects Sinneeds Forgivenefs :. And 
(3..) What fach Forgivenefs implies to anfwer that Neceflity. 

In the Nineteenth Sermon Mr. Weceme takes the eleventh Afti- 
cle of our Creed concerning the Refurreétion of the Body into Con- 
fideration, and propofes to do thefe three things, firft to explain, 
fecondly -to. Confirm, and thirdly to Jmprove this ‘Doftrihe. In 
Explaining of it he tells us, that the Refurrection implies thefe three 
things: (1.) An imbodying of departed Souls: (21) A Revifi- 
cation of the fame Dead Bodies whence they Departed: And 
3.) An Immortal Life in this Reunion; hence refulting. For 
the Corfirmition of “it, ‘he fhews, that ’tis aot only-a thing: Poflible 
and Probable, but-alfo what is ‘Certain: Laftly, byway? of. J#- 
provement of this Do@rine concerning, the RefurreCion of the 
Body, he informs ushow beneficial the Belief of it is for Con/e- 
lation under Tribulation, and Exbortation to Chriftian Duty. , 

As to the Twelfth and: laft Article of our Creed ;: which relates 
toa future State or Everlafting Lifey:our Author confiders it with _ 
tefpe& both to the Wicked.and ‘the Righteom., “He treats of thefe 
two different States diftindly, wherein he obferves this Method: 
Firft, he proves that there is a State of Everlaftiag Punifhment 
referv'd for the Wicked, and a State of Everlafting een = ve 
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-ferv'd for the Righteous.ia the other World... Secondly, he de- 
fcribes the Nature of; each State, in all itsCircumftances. And 
then acquaints us what Influence the Belief of a future State both 
of Rewardsand Punifhments ought to have on our Lives and Con- 
ver fations. ries. : 

Having difpatch’d the Articles.of our Chriftian Faith, Mr. 
. Newcome proceeds to the Agenda, or things to be done by us ac- 
_cording to the Precepts deliver’d to usin the two Tables of, the 
Decalogue or Ten Commandments. He'confines himfelf onlyin 
this Volume to the four Precepts of the firft Table whith con- 
cern the Duty we owe to God. 

But before he treats on the Commandments themfelves, he 
thinks fit in the twenty firft LeGure ‘to fay, fomething by-way of 
Introduction on the Prefatory Words which. ufher in thofe Pre- 


cepts. And here he offers the following particulars to our Con- 
fideration from the Text he infifts upon, Exod. 20. 1,2. (1) 


The Law it felf, term’d here ll thefe Words: (2.) The Legifla- 
tor ;, which is God, that f{pake all thefe. Words: (3.) The Sub- 
_ jets to whom they were fpoke: (4.) The Sanéion of the Law, 
or Obligation upon fuck to obferve and receive what is here 
fpoke : (5.) The remarkable Circumftances of Promulgation : 
(6.) The Method and. Difpofition of all thefe Words, wherein . 
, Ged {pake them :. (9.)’ And laftly, the Rules whereby we ought 
to govern our. Underftanding, in conceiving of their full Import 
and Extent... 

In the twenty fecond Le@ure treating of the firft Commandment, 
Thou fhalt bave-no other Gods before:me, he confiders firft the Object 
of Religious Worhhip ; and then the Act exprefling fach Wor- 
fhip, in reference to this Object. Upon the firft of thefe 
Heads .he obferves, that the Object of Religious Worthip, 
_gomprehends. thefe three Notions; (1.) In) refpect’ tots 
_ Exiftence; the Object of Religious Worfhip, maft be God: (2.) 
In refpect toit’s Unity ; it muft be no orher God: And (3.) In 
refpect to its Verity; It muft be no other God, but the true God 


of Jf/rael, or before me. 
‘After this our. Author proceeds to the fecond Commandment 


which..prohibits Jmage Wor{hip, and. which for that Reafon the 
Churchof Rome hath ftruck out of its Decalogue :. And in explain- 
ing this Precept he confiders, firft, the Law it felf wherein both 
the Making and Worhhiping of Images is prohibited. And ‘then 
_in the next Place he explains the Sanétions of the Law. As fe 
: the 
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the Law it felf, he fays the Prohibition reaches ‘to thefe two 
things: (1.) The Making: And (2.) The Worhhiping’ of I- 
mages; and here he fhews what is meant by Images, and how the 
Worhhiping of them is derogatory to that Worthip which isdue 
to God alone. The Sanction of this Law heconfiders as twofold, 
being exprefs’d : (1.) By way of Commination, Denouncing a 
feyere and fearful Threat againft the Tranfgreffors of this Law: 
And (2.) By way of Encouragement, making a gracious Pro- 
‘mife of Mercy to the Obedient. 

In the twenty fourth Sermon our Author explains the meaning 
of the third Commandment, and here takes notice, firft of the 
Prohibition, Thou fhalt nor take the Name of the Lord thy God in 
Vain: And fecondly, of the Commination or Threat again& fuch 
Sin, For the Lord will not hold him Guiltlefs, that taketh his Name in 

Vain. \n treating of the Prohibition, he enquires at large into 
’ thefe Particulars: (1.) What is meant by the Name of God: 
(2.) What it,is to rake the Name of God: (3.) What itis to 
take God’s Name in Vain, which he fhews to be when we ute it 
without Sincerity in the Intention; without Reverence in the Per- 
formance, And without Truth in the Action. The Commina- . 
tion or Threatning againft fuch Sin, he tells us, confifts of thefe 
three Parts: (1..) God’s particular notice of the Tranfgreflors of 
his Law: (2.) His Refolution to Punifh them: And (3.) His 
Intention to de it -with Rigour and Severity, manifefting both the. 
weightinefs of the Threat, and fitnels of its becoming the San- 
ction of thisLaw. © he ig 
The laft Lecture of this Volume is beftowed in illuftrating the 
fourth Commandment, which relates to the Hallowing of the Sab- 
barb, that folemn Time appointed for the Worfhip of God. Aad 
here Mr. Newcome confiders the two Parts of which this Precept 
confifts, viz. The Command it felf, and the Inforcement there- 
of; and for the explaining ‘of both proceeds in this Method. 
Firft he treats concerming the Time, whereon the Sabbath is com- 
manded to be Kept: Secondly, of the Santtification it is intended 
to require from us: And laftly, of the Obligation enjoyning us 
hereto: (1.) As to the firft of thefe Points, viz. The Time 
whereon the Sabhathis to be kept, it is in the Commandment ex- 
prefs’d to be the Seventh Day, which imports both its Proportion 
and Continuance, of both which our Author Difcourfes diftinctly 
aad particularly, and at the fame time accounts for the Alteration 
that has been made from the Yewifh to the Chriffiam Sabbath, vz. 
trom — 
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from the Seventh to the First Day of the Week: (2.) Concerning 
the Santtification-of this Day, -he thews. firlt. Pofitively,.that it is 
to be kept Holy by us in Publick in the Churchand Congregation, 
in Private with our-Families, and in Secret in our Clofets.: And. 
then Negatively, that. we fhould reft from our Works, which he 
_ fhews to be the Servile Works of our Ordinary Calling, not in- 
cluding Works of Piety, Neceffity, Convenience and Charity, which 
are allowed to be done without any breach of the Sabbah or 
Lai d’s Day : (3.) Concerning the Obligation enjoyning us to Sancti- 
fie this Day, he offers feveral Mvtives to cafes us thereto; as 
First, he defires us to confider the Particular, and inftant Care of 
God, in.recommending the Obfervation of the Sabbath Day to. 
our Remembrance: Secondly, He defires us toconfider the gp 

M@mablencfs and Equity of the San¢tion, from that Liberal Portion 
of Time, that God hath allowed us forthe Affairs and Bufinefs of 
this prefent Life: And Thirdly, He would have us confider the 
Solemn Dedication of this Day by God himfelf, to his own Im- 
mediate Worhhip and Service; both from his own Example, who 
refted the Seventh Day, after his Six Days Works of Creation : 
And by his Benedifion, who therefore Blefed the Sabbath Day, 
and Hallowed it. - He fhuts up the whole witha Word or two of 
feafonable Advice to Mafters and Governours of Families, and’ 
alfoto Children, Servants and Sojourners under their Care. 

Thus have we run through the whole of this firft Volume of 
Catechetical Leétures, and have all along kept to the Author’s own. 
Words. Perhaps the Reader upon Pernfal of this Book may be 
offended at the Style, which is in fome Places long and intricate 
initsPeriods. But for this Mr. Newcome himfelf has accounted’ 
in his Epiftle to the Reader, wherein he defires himto impute the 
Length and Intricatenefs of fome of the Periods to the Abound- 
ing of Matter to be crouded into fo little Room; “ Which 
“adds he) if intelligible, is as much asis defir’d. And that it 
“may be fo, the Vulgar Reader is requefted to Read with the 
“ sreater Deliberation and Attention ; and, if need be, fome- 
“times with Repetition, by which meansit is hoped, that ufeful 
“Senfe may be found to inftrué, tho’ there be no gay Flowers to
